London, Feb. ].— In the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. Balfour, the gov- 
ernment leader, said in answer to a 
question that while the military opera- 
tions were proccedlngi he could not 
answer any inquiries as to tho slaughter 
of the llighlaudera at Mngcrsfontein. 

Kegurding tho despatches of Jlajor- 
General Sir William Francis Butler, 
who was in command of the British 
troops iu South Africa until 1809, when 
he was relieved by Lieut. -Gen. .Sir Fred- 
oricic "William Forestier-Walker, it being 
intimated that Gen. lJutler's sympathies 
were in favor of the Boers, Mr. Balfour 
said there were no reasons to present 
them to the house. Gen. Butler's 
opinions on South African affairs were 
well known. The General liad never 
suggested to the war oliico, either pub- 
licly or privately, that the number of 
troops should have been increased in 
South .Vfriea. The house, Mr. Balfour 
said, would understand the impossibility 
of thin. 

Iteplying to questions relnting to the 
letters of Mr. B. F. Ilawksley. counsel 
for tlie British South -Vfriea Company, 
and other letters published by the Cor- 
resp.oiuli'nce Beige, the secretary of state 
for the colonies. Air. Chaml)erlain, ad- 
mitted tliat those of which be bad pcr- 
•soiial knovledge were published sub- 
stantially correct. The letters had been, 
he added, stolen from Mr. Hawkslcy's 
otllce by tt clerk, who was sammarily dis- 
missed in 1887. Mr. Chamberlain fur- 
tlier declared that be was only nwnre of 
the existence of tl^c letters a few days 
boforo they were published. 

Sir Charles Dilke resnmed the debate 
on Lord Edmund Fitzmaurico's amend- 
ment to the address iu reply to the 
.speech from the throne. lie said he 
tliought no one could deny that tho net 
ri'sult of tlio conflict had been to kill the 
belief of tlio world in Great Britain's 
nbilil.v to conduct a war. Tho country's 
military reputation, lie added, was never 
lower, nnd oven now the government 
failed to grasp the seriousness of the 
war. 

rOI.NTS OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. George Wyndham, parliamentary 
secretary for the war oUlce, who fol- 
lowed, admitted that the war oillce had 
not been impregnable, but he argued 
that tho government liad done itn b 
considering the iiniitations of the mili- 
tary system, nnd welcomed criticism, for 
tlH> country would thus be enabled to 
turn to best nccouiii: the tide of patriot 
ism and tho lessons of the war. If the 
gover.nlent had done wrong, ho c 
tinned, it had done it with right motives. 
The cardinal points in the campaign 
were, lirst, a ili'sire to give diplomacy a 
chance; secondly, the decision of CJen 
Biiller to relievo Ladysmith. It must 
not be supposed that he criticized Gen. 
Buller's decision. Gen. Buller was on 
the spot and could doubtless explain his 
actions. It was easy to conceive other 
disasters which might have occurred 
along any line of advance. They might 
I'.ave had a universal rise of the Cape 
Dutch. Mr. Wyndhnm again deplored 
tho amendment, which ho assorted would 
bo "misunderstood by the Continental 
critics, by our fcllow-sublects iu Natal, 
and' by our kinsmen in America, who 
are watching the ricissltudes of the 
struggle." As regards the forces en 
gaged, Mr. WyndhaMi said that escln- 
sive of tho Eighth Division and the 
Fourtli Cavalry Brigade, Great Britain 
had 112,000 foot and artillery; 34,700 (?) 
cav;ihy, 31! sio?o guns. .38 naval guns, 30 
howitzers, i'S guns of the horse artillery 
and '2'.)S liold guns. The combined 
forces of the two republics were esti- 
mated iu 1S!)8 at r.'.MWO. He would 
have to asl: the house for large linaiicial 
means in order that the war might be 
brought to the only po.ssiblo conclusion, 
and that the system of home defence 
be put on a sound footing. 

PATRIOTIC SUPPOUT. 

Sir Edward Grey, Liberal, said he 
recognized that the speech of Mr. 
Wyndhuni was one wiiieh gave greater 
strength to the government, and had 
done something to lift the gloom that 
had fallen on the country. " There are 
difforeuccs of opinioa among the opposi- 
tion," lie continued, "but the amendment 
is not intended to cover theSe^dlfifer- 
eiices. Wo cannot withhold censure for 
what is past, but wo are prepared to 
give the government our support in tho 
future, and prepare to help in prosecut- 
ing tho war to tlie oiul. The dominating 
object of tlie government's policy is 
ofiuality of riglit botweou the wliite 
races in South Africa, nnd next in point 
of importance, to seo that never again 
shall it bo possible for a vast nrsonal to 
be formed there under other control 
tlinn Great Britain'H. To that end the 
government shall hnvo our support." 
There was no thought that the govern- 
ment had provoked unjust war; but it 
was certainly the speeclun of the minis- 
ters that occasioned the amendment. He 
was proceeding with detailed criticisms 
of tho management of tho Var and was 
referring to tho occiiiiation of Dundee 
when Mr. Wviidhani, interrupting him, 
said: 

"'i'iie advances on Dundee anil Glencoe 
were mado entirely on the initiative of 
the latu Gen. .Symoiis. Tlie military au- 
tlioriiiv.T v.-,".re not consulted. Tlie gov- 
eniiiient lirst learned the news from the 
newspai><-is." 

In conclusion. Sir Edward Grey re- 
pented his , apsorlioii that ho would ■ be 
gbid to siTe the gomnmeut tua - help 



and confidence, if he could feci a.<^urod 
that they would "adoiit adequate moa.s- 
tires to bring the war to a successful is- 
sue and to protect the country against 
any coniiilicatioiiri that might arise." 
The debate was then adjourned. 

B I;TL1CU'S IIFTIKEMK.XT. 
London, Feb. 1.— In the House of 
Lordii to-day the secretny of state for 
war, the .Mariiuis of Lansdowne, said 
iie desired to form.illy announce that 
(ieneral .Sir William Francis Butler re- 
signed command of the British forces in 
South Africa because of political diver- 
gence of opinion with Sir .Vlfred .Milner, 
the British High Coinmissiojier and Gov- 
ernor of Cane Colony, which was so 
great that lie ccncludcd his comuinud of 
the forces in South Africa would be- 
come a source ot' embarrassment to the 
High Cominissiuner. 

BAXXEKMAN'S BLUNDEB. 
London, Feb. 1. — The gossip in tho lob- 
bies to-nigiit indicates a belief that Sir 
Henry Campbtdl iSannernian's support 
of the amendment to the address has 
landed him in a tight place. Tlie aniend- 
nieiit, as a party move to unite all sec- 
tions of liberals has faih.'d. It has only 
resulted in rallying the supporters of the 
government who has been considerably 
embarrassed by criticisms even on their 
own side. .Moreover, the followers of 
Lord Uosebery will probably support the 
government. .As the Irish members will 
abstain from voting, the ultimate major- 
ity will jn'obabley be even larger than 
usual. 

It is felt that tho Liberals have been 
trying tp make capital out of the crisis, 
an attctnpt which is utterly out of touch 
with the real fooling of the country.

British Army In Africa in Every 
Way Creditable to the 
War Office. 

By Associated Press. 

London, Feb. 1. — Mr. Spencer Wilkin- 
son in the Morning Post to-day discusses 
u long despatch from Winston Churchill, 
dated at Pietermaritzburg and describ* 
ing the situation in Natal. He says: 

" This despatch deserves to be closely 
read. It is an appeal to the public at 
home, nnd as it has beeu passed by thQ 
ccn.sor, may be taken to represent the 
feeling of Gen. Buller's army. Mr,. 
Churchill represents the dilDcultieB ot 
Gen. Buller's task .in concise terms, 

" The enemy will act with common 
sense. They will place outposts on tbo 
hills and keep back their main body 
until they see tho decision of Gen. Bul- 
ler's movement. Then they will quickly 
bring up the main body and extemporize 
what defensive works they can in addi- 
tion to such as they have profusely pre- 
pared in anticipation of various possible 
advances. 

" That is what everyone would expect 
them to do and that their main body . 
can ride faster than Gen. Buller's main 
body can walk Is also pretty generally 
undor.stood. Tho consequence is that 
tho Boor army cannot be turned. Wher- 
ever it is attacked it can cut na en- 
trenched front. According to Mr, 
Churchill there are 7,000 Boers watch- 
ing Ladysmith, the same number hold 
ready to resist Gen. Buller, and 5,000 
kept in reserve to reinforce either body, 
at need. ! 

" Thus Gen. Buller has to attack 
12,000 niou entrenched on favorable 
ground. For that purpose Mr. Churchill 
thinks he ought to have 35,000 men in- 
stead of 2i">,000. In other words, Gen, 
Buller ought to have another division. 
This opinion coincides with the view WO 
have all along expressed that the centre 
of gravity of the war lies in Natal, and 
that n British victory there would bo 
decisive, while a complete British defeat 
in Natal would have disastrous conse- 
(jnence.s not to be estimated. 

"It soeuis difficult in view of the strategy 
accejuod at tho war ofilee as well as at 
Capetown to believe tliat Gen. Buller Is 
to be allowed ouce more to attack a posi- 
tion with less than the numerlciilly superi- 
ority of ;i to 1, which tacticians commonly 
think necoBSnry for such a task. It Ig 
hardly Intelligible that he should attack 
again without being reinforced. ( 

"Apparently, however, 11 third attempt 
will lie made without , loss of time. Indeed, 
It seeiiiH iirohable that the movement la now 
in progress. We must hope that the splen- 
did br.".v;-ry of our men will he rewarded." 

Mr. Obnrchlll .says that "the public must 
nsrvo theraselvea." Ho probably means 
"Prepare our countrymen at home for 
heavy losses In the coming battle." 

Mr. ■Winston Churchill's dcsp atcU from 
rietermartlzburg In nddltlou to details re- 
specting the position on the Tugelu, gives 
a most Interesting survey of tho general 
position. He sayo: ''The most serious' at- 
tacks upon the war ofSce appear unjust. 
The great array In South Africa is of tho 
lUiest (luallty, beautifully organized and 
equipped In all dotalla, and with excellent 
artillery. The Boer guns are few but splen- 
did, and are cleverly handled. Tho Boers 
cau Had the range of moving targets at 
1.000 yards often at the first shot ot our 
guns. We cannot exiilaiu how." 

In an IntereBtlng comparison during tho 
battle of Splon Kop showing how the Urlt- 
iHh »roops were "cramped, mixed and dl^>- 
organl/.ed" and how the "machinery of con- 
trol was shattered," he says: "This would 
not have affected the Itoers, each of whom 
In pursuance of a general resolve whether 
to hold or to evacuate a position, would 
have acted individually and quite Indepen- 
dently of officers' orders. It was a case 
of a pack of hounds against a flock of 
sheep, but the next morning the British 
battalions were again collected and solid, 
showing the advantage of discipline. A 
similar loss would have disheartened the 
lioers, nnd have caused a general trek. 

"Herein lies our expectation of ultluiutc 
auccesfi. The Hrltlsh have great recuper- 
ative powers. The lloors havp none. Tbo 
war tlii.-retore Is brought nearer an end by 
unsatisfactory operailous." Mr. Churchill 
amlciiiated that the consequences of tho 
w.'ir will not bo nltogethor evil, "as tlun-e 
will bo a great Increase of respect between 
the combatants, and contempt, the for- 
mer --wedge of cleavage, will be gone for- 
ever.I' .

1(11) linear yards. The maximuiii leii-lii 
for wliicli a lease niiiy be obtained is 
-,'100 yards; but as the same person may 
take out more than one lease, the iiortiiiii 
el' sliori' whirh may be acciuired prac- 
tically iinri-stripted b\- the c-id(Uiial I )vs- 
ter Fisheries Act. The lease may 'be 
laki'ii for a ti'rm of ten years. Leases 
ef di^epwaiei- .ir natiirai oyster beils are 
also granted for an area net e.xeeedinir 
'-Ti acres, at a rental which must not he 
less than C2 per acre. Owing to bad 
iiiaiiagiineut, the oyster beds of I'ort 
Jiick.sou, I'ort Stephon.s, the llawkes- 
bury, and the Shoalhaven became tnatlv 
injured, so that the markets of Sydney 
have to depend upon the beds of tin 
Maiming and Richmond, and other 
northern rivers, as well a.s places beyond 
the c(d(my. for their supply of oysters. 
The app.dntment of a Fisheries Commis- 
sion in LSSIl probably prevented the en- 
tire extinction of tile oyster industry in 
.N'ew South W'nlti-i though the operations 
of the commissi, 111 have been imu'h im- 
pelled from lack id' sulllcient legislation 
to e.'iable iheni to check the improvidi-nce 
of the lessees, who, with few exceptions, 
strip the o,\-sti'r beds without regard to 
riilriie snjiiily. Tlii're is hut little doubt, 
says Mr. Coglihin. the .New South Wales 
government statisticitui, that the estab- 
lishment of "piircs," like those which 
may be seen along the coast of France 
and Helginiii, where oyster culture is con- 
ducted on scientific principles, would 
be remunerative, as the demand for this 
delicacy is great, and continually increas- 
ing. There i.-;, indeed, a wide'lield for 
reiiinneralive cinploynient in this direc- 
tion, and experts in the art of oyster cul- 
ture would find every possible facility 
placeil at their disposal. During the 
year 1S97, 14,701 bags of oysters were 
obtained from the tidal waters of the 
colony, being a satisfactory incrcaso on 
the takes of previous years; while in ad- 
dition to thifi supply, 2,707 bags of oys- 
ters were imported from other coliinies, 
their value being .set down aH::!,10;}. In 
ISnS the qtmntity imported was 7.110 
hags, value £5,322: of which hags 
came from New Zealand, 550 hags from 
<)neensland, 282 bags from South Aus- 
tralia, and 12 bags from Tasmania. A 
li.ig of oysters contains three bushele, and 
at the beginning of 1800 the price per 
liiiR of good oysters iu Sydney ranged 
from 35s. to 408.

Grand Forks, Jan. 31.--Col.* Johnson of 

San Fraucisco, who has been engaged iu 
liydruulic mining on Suake river, is here 
to invi-stigate the possibilities of work 
of a similar character in the main Kettle 
river, in the vicinity of Grand h'orks. 
This is his second visit to the Itoundary 
country. Gol. .Tohiisoii authorizes the 
statement that he woulil organize a com- 
pany inchuling among its shareholders a 
uuiiiber of -Vmericun capitalist.s for the 
puriii>se of extracting gold from the Ket- 
tle river by means of the patent dredge 
now iu successful use in Idaho. He 
predicted that the gavel bedb and sand 
bars would yield at least from 15 to 25 
ceut.s to the yard. He added that this 
would realize n profit after deducting all 
expenses. The first dredge he also inti- 
mated, would be in operation within 
three months. 

The hi'd of the Kettle river has long 
been known lo be laden with llaky gold. 
In low water, miners of various periods, 
using the most primitive methods, have 
made fairly good wagcM. This has also 
been their experience in the gravel 
benches siluate<l along the river bank. It 
is well known tliat colors can be obtained 
from the gravel taken from the streets 
of Graiio Forks by the siiii|ile process of 
"panning." a ennvinciiig experience that 
a|ipeals ti> so nian.v sUeptical new ccMii- 
ers. The gold deposits are not confinci! 
to the lower eiul of the valli'y. I'laeer 
mining is still caried on in summer in 
Fourth of .Inly cn-ek, less than five miles 
from the city, while further west. Uoc'k 
and lioilndary creeks, other t ribilt aries of 
Kellle riviM-, yicdded iiiilli.ms of dollars 
to till' advent uroiis argonauts in the early 
sixties. The decision nf C'ol. .luhnsou lo 
cn;.'age in hydraulic operations has creat- 
ed great enthusiasm here.

.Vnstralian oysters are not only deli- 
ciouf, but also cheap and plentiful, being 
retailed iu Sydney at from sijyjense to 
one shilling per plutc or bottlo. The 
cousiimption is eiioruious, lasting through- 
out the year, and amounting to several 
{iliUions of bivalveti annually. The whole 
of the New South Waliw coast is admir- 
ably adapted for oyster culture. The 
climate, the nature of the const-liue, with 
its innumerable Inlets and creeks, and the 
natural existence iu several varieties of 
the bivalv.c itself, all cumbiuc to mark it.s 
suitability. for oypter culture. Unlike the 
coast of Great Britain, and even 
America, 'where the temperature during 
tho Biiramor months la frequently sufll- 
cient to prevent the shedding of spat, and 
generally to limit its quantity, the spat iu 
New South 'Wales is distributed in nn- 
limiteil profusion, niid were due advan- 
ttjge taken of these favorable oonditions. 
New South Wales oysters iiiiglU become 
a leadini: .ticle of oversea export. Their 
very abundance, and the ease with which 
they are gathered, forms a real cause of 
irouhle.

tiou is made that something may possi- 
bly be done to smooth away tli(< diUiciil- 
ties between enii)loyers and eni|i!oyees.

Yesterday when the amendments to 

the- game act were passing through the 
final stage in the house, Mr. Eberts, in 
a spirit of courtcv^y and f rieiidliness, drew 
the attention of tlie Atlorue.v-Geueral to 
the fact that the animal described in the 
act as elk was properly called wapiti. 
He was at once sharply called to order 
by the Speaker. The Attorney-General, 
who apparently appreciated the point of 
Mr. Klierts' remark, rose to say some- 
thing in answer, but was immediately 
called to order by the Speaker.

'■TIIi: NEEDS OF I'KINt'K'l'ON." 

.V pamphlet was circulated in tlie leg 
islature yesterday entitled "The needs o 
Princeton and the Sinillkameen Mining 
district.'' It recited a uiiml)(>r of inter 
estiiig facis. The first is that '•the Sim 
ilkanieen is tlie richest milling district 
in the province of British Columbia." but 
adcit! that "mining development lias 
reached the stage that work caiuiot lie 
carried on unless the necessary roads am 
liridu'cs are constructed." Slating speci 
lically wliat is needed the pamiililel says 
Ihe district "reiiuires tlie liuildiiig of 
liridge acrocss the Siniilkaiiieeu river at 
Frincoton to connect with the lll-niile 
waggon road to Copper .Mountain.'' and 
says thai ilie iiiiiics mi this iiiouiilaiii will 
be workj'd this year, but tiiat witlaait the 
bridge work will be almost impossible 
during the spring and summer months. 
It also needs "the I'lnniiletinn of Ihe wag' 
goM road from rriiiccton In ICeremcos, 
The total distance between theiae points 
is an id to' be 45 -miles, of which 8 miles 
have been built at the Princeton end and 
7 at the other end. If the connecting ;>0 
mile.., were made tliere would be '"an all 
waggon route from Okanagaii Valley via 
Princeton ami also fnnii the Boundary 
country via Camp McKiuiiey and Fair- 
view. The ncce.soity for a mining record 
er's office and eoimnodious schoolhouso at 
Princeton is mentioned, and then the fol 
lowing iMisc is iireseuted: 

■"The district also reipiiri'S llie coniple 
tion of the I loiie-l'rincelon waggoi 
roilt( — tola! distance miles, of which 
miles at the Princeton end. and 
iiiiles starling from Hope Lniiding on tli 
Fraser river, have already been coaslriu: 
ted, leaving WJ, miles yet lo be built. Th 
trade of the dii'tricl is larf,'cly iloiie from 
the I'ast via Silencer's iiriil^-e ilSO inile> 
east, to V aiicoiiverl lai the C.l'.lt.. tliencM 
by waggon road IJO miles to rriuceton. 
The Ilope-l'rincetoii road will L'ive tin 
coast (dlies access to the district and 
control of its enlire Irailc; Hiercbaiidis 
gidng by b..!il lo Hope Landing', ih 
saving on freight to I'riiiiM'ton. over tli 
Spence's Bridge .route being at least S:i() 
per ton. It will also enable the higlier 
grades of ore (running from ,<:;!."> to 
Iier ton,) produced at the Sunset and 
other mines to be shipped out, as Iom- 
return freight rates can be given which 
will greatly hasten the development of 
the immense minerni resources of the 
district. Even after railway facilitie.- 
arc afforded, the road will still be necct<- 
sary as it runs through a rich mineral 
section, almost untouched for want of 
moans of access. 

'J'he completion of this road and the 
road to Iveremeos will give the coast a 
direct: w.igLron road |he way to 

lloundary cc;uiiii>.

The 
iinniber ol' prospecpjrs was much increas- 
ed iasi year, .and the ri'snlls were ho (>ii- 
coura,-ing tlial the present year is bound 
1o SCO ,-1 big liooiji ill the Similkil liieeii. 
and it will soon i.-ikc iis |ilace an the 
richest mining district in British Cohim- 
biii. 

These matters are of very great in- 
terest and importance, but those, who 
liave watched the effm'ls tli.it have been 
made to provide siudi transportation fa- 
cilities as are unquestionalily reiniii-ed liy 
the very valuable portion of the province 
ahov(- referred to, wiU. agree with us 
when we say IhiU between the iiolicy of 
the Turner governiiicii!, to wliich 'effeet 
\vas given by li gislatioii, [irovidiiig for the 
construction of a railway froiu the Coast 
to the Boundary country, to a petition 
from the people praying that a -waggon 
road may be made, the distance is ex- 
tremely wide. In the Turner policy the 
needs of the eoiiiitry were iintieipateil 
and provided for in tlie^moi^t modern 
manner.

have the people urging an unwilling gov- 
ernment to provide a means of trans- 
portation certainly inadequate to the 
needs of the district, and one that would 
place it at a disadvantage as compared 
with other metalliferous mining; section^! 
of the province. . 
. ^Tho Colonist fiUly ;'appremates " the 
needs of iPpIiiceton and the Slmllkamecu'' 
and claims that the proper wa.v to secure 
them is to restore the Vancouver, \'ie- 
toria- and Eastern railway to the posi- 
tion, it held| when • the . Turner, ministry 
was 'dismissed.' If 'tliis is done Ihe -whole 
of this splendid region will lio opened by 
a fir.^t-cIass means of eommunicatioii 
within n very few years. At the rati' 
railways can he constructed nowadays 
it is not at all improbable that within a 
year from such restoration trains would 
be ruiiiiiiig from the coast to I'rincetiin. 
A\'e trust that the present session will 
not be allowed to pass without a deter- 
mined effort to secure the restoration of 
the Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern sub- 
rsidy. We bolievo that the support of 
a majority of the members of the house 
conid be securi'd for sucli a slcii. even 
if it were opposcil by the government.

TO GO TO THE ASYLUM. 

For the special committee appointed to 
imiuiro into and report upon the condi- 
tion of afTairs at the \ew Westminster 
asylum for tlie insane, 

Mr. HisKins presented an interim re- 
port to the elTect that it would be neces- 
.sary for the committee to visit the insti- 
tution in question, the house being asked 
to justify the small expenditure that 
would be involved. lie moved for the 
Kuspensicn of the standing rules in order 
that this roooniuiendatiou might bo 
adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Seniliu again sought further 
information as to the necessity, purpose 
or scope of this inquiry. He hoped the 
niomber for Esquimalt would give the 
house some hint of what ho expected 
would be attained by this oommittoe. 

Mr. Higgins answered with consider- 
able heat that thi> mutter hud aln'ady 
been sufRciently discussed. It was 
neither necessary nor desirable to go 
into particulars.

M.VTTEItS OF PKIVILEGE.

At tlu? same 
time he saw the correspondence in <|ues- 
tion iireseiited in mutilated, emasculated 
form in the daily press. He demanded] 
to know why this bad been permitted— 
why the government had held back this 
correspondence and permitted a news- 
paper to publish a mutilated extract. 
Ho noted that the Minister of Finance 
smiled and sneered. He demanded that 
llie Minister should not smile nt him — 

Hon. Mr. Cotton — I was not thinking | 
of the honorable gentleman ut nil; I i 
was speaking to Mr. Wells. 

Mr. Iliggins observed that the honor- 
able Minister was too prone to sneer 
and sinilo sarcastically when gentlemen 
oiiposite were speaking. He again de- 
manded the reason ror the holding back 
of this correspondence from the house. 

.Mr. Kidd, as chairman of the printing, 
eommittet?, denied that there was any 
" holding back " involved. The printing 
committee had been unable to meet and 
deal with the correspondence in ques- 
tion. The governineiit had nothing what- 
ever to do with the matter.

Mr. Booth and Mr. Higgins asked that 

the debate might be adjourned in order 

that this might be printed and discussed 

with intelligence; Col. Baker urged 

that the matter be not rushed with un- 
due haste, nmterial information being 

on its way to him from the Crow's Nest 

I'asa mines; Mr. Uelmcken applied for 

an adjournment of the debate in order 

to secure certain authorities. To each 

•iif these requests the government turned 

a deaf ear — swinging in their chairs with 

self-satisfied smiles— merely replying to 

the reminder that the President of the 

Oouncil bad .promised there should be no 

evening eessioa with the observation 

that they " had changed their minds." 

They aiad tested their strength, and 

found that they had a majority of one, 

a division of 18 to 17 having rejected 

one protest against the dangerously 

hasty legislation. Then as Mr. Helmcken 

was further protesting against the dis- 
courtesy and, lack of consideration ex- 
tended, Mr. Prontice entered. He had 

liccn paired with Mr. .lames Dunsmuir, 

and consequently had taken no part in 

the vote. Catching Mr. Speaker's eye 

he proceeded to illustrate the ability of 

one member to " hold the pistol to the 

head of the government," this time in a 

good cause, The house had just 

learned by the evening paper, he said, 

that Mr. .Vlexander Dunsmuir had just 

died in New York; and in view of the 

close relation borne by this bill to the 

Dunsmuir interests, he tlicught it 

would be ilittle more than ordinary 

courtesy to postpone its further consid- 
eration until the morrow. He added 

significantly that he had just been re- 
leased by wire from his pair with Mr 

.lames Dun«muir, and there was enough 

in the manner of the saying to indicate 

that he would, if the matter came to a 

vote, raise his hand with tlie oiiposition. 

" I think it would be well for the senior 

member for Victoria to apiily for an ad- 
journment of the debate now," he said, 

" and for the gOTecnment to grant it." 

If they had thought to consider it, the 
government might have realized that 
they would, with Mr. Prentice voting 
against them, have atill a tier and be 
able to save themselves by the useful 
Speaker's vote. As it was they ap- 
peared to be aeized with a panic. The 
ground seemed less seoace than it had 
been; the arrogant position they had 
been inconsistently asserting all through 
the afternoon, was abandoned in a 
moment. "Oh, very well," said the Presi- 
dent of the Council. And tlie adjourn- 
ment was grunted, the silence of the 
government phalanx being that of utter 
and complete consternatipn. The inci- 
dent was of value as showing the ex- 
ceedingly delicate position of a govern- 
ment thus at the iix^rcy of one or two 
at most. It also was interpreted by 
the old parliamentarians of the house as 
showing that the government as at 
present constituted can be " rattled " 
very simply.

It wus 
slrunge, loo, thut the very people who 
were always parading their affection for 
the worl:ingni;in, slioiild bo the ones to 
seek to visit upon him this grievous iu- 
jufitice — to shackle him to poverty and 
helpless.'.iess. If the president of the 
council had brought in u statute to com- 
pel everyone to go to school, whether GO 
years of age or ten, there might have 
been some excuse for it— education beint' 
a matter under provincial control. The 
manner of the present act was liCLSyever 
very difi'erent. The judgement of the 
highest uppelhite court in the lanil h:id 
made clear the circuniHcribed powers of 
the province in such matters as dealt 
with by this hill; and if such legislation 
as now proposed were persisted in there 
would be no security for the country— 
if -such soeialistie, or rather anarchistic, 
attempts were made to accomplish by 
indirect means what it bad been adjudg- 
ed the province was unable to do lawfully 
and directly.

He looked upon this us_a bill 
known to have no chance of 'oeconiing 
operative in honesty— a mere pro-election 
farce.

Therefore be It resolved that the pro- 
vision that persons unable to read In lOng- 
Ush shall not be employed underground In 
any mine to which the "Coal Mines Uegu- 
latlon Act" applies and all other provisions 
! In the said bill having rehillon thiTeto 
should not be contulnoKl in any bill. 

MU. JOSEPH MAIITIN, continuing 
the consideration of tho motion for 
second reading, said that tlierc was 
much in the bill with which he could 
I lieartily concur, especially ns ho felt it 
the duty of everyone in British Columbia 
to utilize over.v means nt coniniiiud for 
saving this province from the curse of 
Ori 'iitul lubor. .Vs for section 3, the 
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recognized it was not peofeet in thisi. 
particular. He could not agree with- 
the amendment thnc had been "ofCered. 
by tlic junior member for Victoria , City,, 
as he did not think a previous judgment 
ot the Privy Council should debar the 
house from trying in some other and per- 
uiiBsible way to accomplish an end ad- 
mitted to bo for the good of British 
Columbia. On the contrary, as long as 
the evil existed the legislators of British 
Columbia wore bound to do all in their 
power to make an end o£ it, taking 
chances upon line points of constitution- 
ality if any hope oi: success existed. Of 
course, it would bo of no advantage to 
try to re-enact legislation already dis- 
allowed; but the house should go ahead 
und exhuust every resource presenting 
itself until the object of such deep con- 
cern to the province had been attained. 
But as for this section it wa.s oi)en to 
a minor and a major objection. It was 
proiiosed to admit a.s workmen men 
who should be able to read tho special 
rules in English aud understand them 
to the satisfaction ot the inspector. 
This certuiiily wus vicious legislation— 
(apiilausej— deputing this power to one 
man, the nominee of u government of 
the ilay, and to bo ropluced if iieces.sary 
by one more subservient to the govern- 
ment's views. This v,us certainiy moat 
dangerous legislation. (Renewed ap- 
plause.) The house wius trying to deal 
with an evil that might be u permanent 
evil; and fircventivc action must be on 
a perma'nent basis. Supposing a gov- 
ernment existed which thought it in the- 
interests of the public nt large that only 
a small select number should be allowed 
to bo employed in tae mines. AU that 
government would have to do would be- 
to say to the iusjiector that he must ex- 
clude everybody who did not come within 
some narrow definition. And tho in- 
Kiiector could do it, because the rule 
wjis that a man must " bo uatisfactory 
to the inspector." Ho himself might 
not be satisfactory to the in.siioctor. 
ICvery member of thut house could be 
excluded from emplcynicnt in ii coal 
mine under section [i as now drawn; and. 
could get no benefit from any court by 
uiipealing from such exclusion, because- 
the clause said that " it must be to the 
satisfaction of the inspector." Where 
the legislature delegated any duty to a 
man in his discretion there was no power 
of the court to interfere. If the govorn- 
ineiit felt like it, every man in the prov- 
ince, excejit he belonged to a particular 
union of men, could 'bo excluded. It 
Plight be said that there was no chance 
of any governinent being so arbitrary 
us that, but the legislature had no right 
to take any (diunces us to what kind of 
government the iirovince might have. 
They knew what kind of governments 
British ColumlHa had had in the past. 
Therefore a iiroiiositiou of the kind con- 
tained in the bill should not receive the 
.support of the people. The major ob- 
jection was thut in order to cari'y out a 
lirinciiile with which he wus in porfoot 
sympathy— to exclude Chinese nnd 
.fapanese from tho coal mines- the legis- 
lature proposed to do a great injustice 
to another large class in the community. 
That was admitted by- the government 
In presenting^ the amendment which the 
President of the Council proposed to 
move in committee, .!rhe government 
admitted that the legiBldtioh'as now con- 
tained in tho 'bill went itod; far, other- 
wise the amendment 'was not reiason- 
able. That being adtriitted.'let.thV pro- 
posed government anieiidment 'be ■exam- 
ined to see if it nu't the objections urged" 
against the clause itself. -He submitted 
that the amendment fell faP;-sh;or't *".df ' 
meeting the objection that this claiise - •' 
would exclude a large class of deserving 
people that the legi.sluture .had no inten- 
tion or desire to exclude.

.years would not be able to Icuru Knglir^li 
in that time to the satigfactiou of the 
iuspector if the latter did his duty at all. 
That was to say, if the clau.se was really 
to have a bona fide existence, very few 
.men who were coal miners, whose ^.-en- 
c.ral education was not as iliorou;;h as it 
niisht he, would be able to learn the I'hif;- 
lish hinsuage well eiioiiL'li to lie able to 
read the special rule, lie was prepan^d 
to Ko aloiijr way in order to ^'et around 
the decisions of the judicial eoninilttee of 
the I'rivy Council. Ho had every sym- 
palliy with the froverninent in ils desire 
to introduce legislation against the 
Chinese and .Tapanese, but lie i-oiilil r.ot 
think that thiH was a jiistiliable elTort in 
tliat direction. There was littl(> use in 
legislating in a radical manner it the 
feeling in favor o£ sucli legislation ran 
<'lope to that against it. He had no doubt 
at all that the province at large would 
support the hfmse in any measure that 
was calculated to iceep out it possil>le, 
from employment in this province, Chi- 
iiet-o and .Japanese. Hut he was saiislied 
that this particular measure woiilil meet 
witli very strong ojipositioii from tliuse 
who like himself, were strongly opposed 
to the Cliine.so and Japauose. By such 
legislation ho felt satisfied injury would 
be done by undertaking to do (-omothiiig 
which woiild not carry public opinion 
.with it. The house was going too far 
and was asserting a principle antagonis- 
tic to this province. The house .should 
hesitate very much to go on -with this 
hoforo ascertaining first how it. would 
affect the miners at Fernie for example. 
Tile priYiident of the Council put this 
matter forward entirely from the local 
view, with which he was familiar. He 
quite agreed with Hon. Dr. McKechnie 
as to what the efi'ect of Oriental labor 
would be upon the people of Xanaimo and 
lie was prepared to join with the presi- 
dent of the council in any course that 
would he effec'live in previMiting any Kv.cli 
ealastroplie as he spoke of. But there 
were in llie eastern iiart of the province 
large coal mines which were being open- 
ed ii[), in which he nnderslood there was 
a large clasri that would be affected by 
this liill. The hon.-ic should learn, before 
taking the proposed step, wiiether tlii.s 
amendment would not liavc a ver.v .seri- 
ous effect in that part of the jirovince. 
There should be full and free discussion 
before aii.v legislation of thics character 
was passed. To strengthen hfs argument 
on this point Mr. Martin referred to the 
eight-hour law. He was just as much in 
favor of that law now as ho was last 
.scfision. He thought, however, that it 
the measure had been more fully disiais- 
sed, the result would have been better. 
This was a new and very radical pro- 
position and if it should bo repealed next 
8e.ssion, it would have a very dangerous 
effect upon the movement for the es- 
cliifiloQ of Oriental labor. It was not in 
the interests of the movement against 
Oriental labor to take any such chance a.s 
the appea; of the enactment next year. 
Summing up, liis objections to the Icgi.s- 
lation w((re firstly the arbitrary power, 
conferred o'n the inspector, and .secondly 
that the bill was against the best iuter- 
(+:t.s of the i)roviiice, not so far as it 
sought to exclude Chinese and .lap.Tiiese, 
but so far MS it excluded (be coal 
miners of otlier nations. AVbile he was 
not able to •■npporl tlie ainendment of 
Mr. Mel'billi|)s, yet there was still 
enough in the bill to whicli he was op- 
po-sed to make it necessary for him to 
vole against the measure. 

Mr. Booth said he would like to see 
IhiA ainendment in print, ami he llierefore 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 

Jlr. Higgins supported the motion for 
adjournment. lie had prepared an 
amendment which he thought would 
prove acceptable to the president of the 
council. In conversation with that gent- 
leman ho had boon given to underfitand 
tliat there would not be a night sitting. 
He found. now that the government con- 
templated sitting in the evening. 

Hon. Dr. McKechnie said that ho liijd 
not, at the time ho had upoken to the hon- 
orahli! gentleman, l^een under the im- 
pression that there would be night sit- 
ting. However, he had given no pledge 
that the bill would not.be' proceeded with 
in the evening. 

Mr. Speakei" "put the usual question: 
"Shall the debiite be adjourned?" 

The government members .shouted 
loudly: "Xo" while an equally voluble 
"yes" came fl-oin the oppciition. 

The house divided with this result: Tor 
the adjournment, 17; against, IS.

persons or corporation In lieu of or in ad- 
dition to the costs which by any tariff In 
forc' are allowed to the said sollclter or 
barrister, and the contract entered Into may 
provide that such solicitor or barrister is 
to receive a portion of the proceeds of the 
subject matter of the action or suit In 
which any such solicitor or barrister Is or Is 
to be employed, or a portinn of the moneys 
or property with regard to which such so- 
licitor or barrister may hi' retained, wheth- 
er nn action or suit has been brought for 
the same or n defence has been entered, 
and such remuneration may also be In the 
way of commissiori or percentage on the 
ainount recovered or defended, or on the 
value of the property alwiit which any ac- 
tion, suit or transaction is eoucerned.

"It is a happy fact Uiat Yankees ar 
po quick to invent and so skilled to use 
machinery of all kinds. Within the next 
fow years there will be tremendous op- 
portunities for civil, mechanical and 
electrical engineers in Asia. When the 
Chinese cast the first railway from 
Shanghai to Woosung into the river they 
were only preparing llieniselves I'or a 
network of railways over the whole of 
China. When the Corcana in Seoul d«- 
stroyed the new electric lino and burned 
the "cars, they exhausted the forces of 
conservatism, and before long <'oiichidcd 
that the electrii- railway was the bei«t 
scheme for saving extra exertion in walk- 
ing that had ever bqen devised. Large 
portions of Soutli America and South 
Africa may be undeveloped and possess- 
ed of great material resources, but no- 
where else does such a combination of 
human and natural conditions tempt in- 
dustrial activity as in China. Nowhere 
else are so mnny hardworking and tem- 
perate men and women, waiting only to 
be taught, such fertile soil, such splendid 
rivers and harboi-s. Were th(! field small, 
it would not bo so tempting. But Chinn 
is in area larger th..n the United States, 
and has a population four or five times 
ns large.

WHAT IS SUILdU? 



The following Is the test of the speech 
from the throne, at the opening of the 

Dominion parliament at Ottawa: 

"It Is again my pleasing duty to congratu- 
late you ou the, continued prosperity of the 
Dominion, aud on the remarkable Increase 
la the general volume of the revenue and of 
the export* and imports of the country. 

"Hosdlltles having unfortumately broken 
out during the recess between Great Brit- 
ain aud the South African Republic, It ap- 
peared to my ministers expedient to anti- 
cipate the action of parliament by equip- 
ping and forwarding two conllugcnts of vol- 
unteers to the seat of war as a practical 
evidence of the profound devotion and loy- 
alty of the entire people of Canada to the 
Sovereign and institutions of the British 
Kniplrc. In this connection It Is a matter 
of pride and gratification to the people of 
this Dominion that. In addition to the con- 
tingents seat by the government, another 
Canadian force is being despatched 
at the personal expense of the 
high commissioner of Canada. This gener- 
ous and patriotic action upon the part of 
Lord Struthcona reflects high honor on him 
and on the Dominion he represents. 

"I have been Instructed to convey to yo;i 
Her Majesty's high appreciation of the byal 
ty and patriotism thus displayed, which 
has, following tUt jircccdeucv granted un- 
der the present tarltf to artlcle.^ of British 
uianufacture, had the happiest effect In 
cementing uud fcnsifylng the cordial rela- 
tions subsisting between Canada and the 
.Mother ("ountry. 

"A bin will be submitted for your ap- 
proval maklag provision for the cost of 
equipping and paying the Canadian con- 
tingents. 

■•The measures which have been taken 
from time to time to facilitate the safe 
traasportatlou of food stuffs to European 
markets have resulted In a large Increase 
in the exportation of several Important ar- 
ticles of produce, and It may become neces- 
sary. In the Interest of this very Important 
branch of Industry, to require a more care- 
ful Inspection than has been customary for 
the purpose of maintaining that high stan- 
dard of excelleuce heretofore secured, and 
which Is absolutely Inillspeusuble if the peo- 
ple of Canada are to Increase their large 
and protltable trade with other countries 
in these commodities 

"I am glad to ubserve that the returns 
from the po.st ofllee department allord 
-good groand for believing that the tempor- 
ary luss oC revenue caused liy the great 
reduction reccitly made In letter postagi 
will speedily be made good by the Increased 
correspondence eoiis*'(]uent thereon. 

'"Negotiations are now in progress with 
several of our sister colonics in the West 
Indies, which, it is hoiieil, may result li 
increasing aad developing our trade with 
the Islands and possibly with certain por- 
tions of the adjacent continent of South 
America. 

"it gives me great pleasure to observe 
that In pursnaaee of the policy whicli was 
it&and at the last seeaiun of parliament, 
a c<n'.iiMiy devised bo<ly of regulations 
has been adopted applicable to all rail- 
ways aud public works within the fetleral 
Jurisdiction, making adequate provision f^ir 
sanitary iirotecllon and medical car 
working men. 

"The attention of the goverunient 
been called lo the conlllcts which occasion- 
ally rise between working men and their 
employers. While It may not be jiosslble 
to wliolly prevent such dllllcultles by legis- 
lation, my goverunient thinks that many of 
the dlsj)utes might be avoided If better 
provisions could be made for the friendly 
Intervention of boards of conciliation, the 
conditions of which, while not legally bind- 
ing, would have such weight with both 
.sides and be useful In bringing an lutel- 
llgent public opinion lo bear on these com- 
plicated subjects. I'on will b* Invited to 
consider whether the provincial legislation 
In this matter may not bo usefully supple- 
mented by on enactment provided for the 
establishment of a Dominion tribunal for 
asslstlug In the tiettlement of such ques- 
tions. 

"I iini happy to observe that the number 
of settlers who have taken up lands iu Man- 
itoba and In the Northwust Territories Is 
larger than In any previons year, aua af- 
fords eoiieluslve evidence of the success 
which has attended the efforts of my gov- 
ernment to promote immigration, and 1 
have no doubt that the greatly increased 
prcKiuctlon of the West will henceforth add 
materially to the growth of the trade of 
the whole Dominion. While the ellorts 
made to secure increased population for 
tiic West have thus been successful, mncli 
atteutiou bus been devoted to thi! repatri- 
ation of Cunndiaiis, who, during less pros- 
perous times, have left Canada. Vou will 
be pleased to learn that this work has 
been attended with satisfactory results. 

"My government , during the reccso has 
been giving Its attention to the subject of 
a railway commlsHlon. Valuable Information 
has been, aud Is still being, collected which, 
when completed, will be submitted to you 
and will no doubt receive at your hands 
the earnest consideration which the im- 
portance of the subject requires. 

"I am pleased to say that our canal sys- 
tem connecting tlie great lakes with the 
Atla»tlc seaboard lias been completed so as 
to allow vessels having a draught of four- 
teen feet to pass from the head of Lake 
.Superior to the sea. Tiie vigorous and suc- 
cessful prosecution of these work.s hy my 
government has already attracted the at- 
tention of those Interested In Western 
transportation, and there are good gronnd.s 
for the hope that when the necessary facil- 
ities- for the quick and Inexpensive hanil- 

ling of ocean trafllc .ire provided, and which - ^^^^ ...^y,,,, „„f fiorious." 

are now in progress, Canadian ports will 
control a much larger share of the trafllc 
of the Wast. 

"Measures will be Introduced to renew
